Graffiti tags crackdown launched 


BUILDINGS, road signs 
and bus shelters have all 
been targeted after more 
than 150 graffiti tags were 
daubed across Halesowen. 

Police have launched a 
crackdown after residents 
complained about the signs 
which have appeared on a 
host of properties and pub¬ 
lic places. 

Thousands of pounds 
worth of damage has been 
caused. 

Police said they believe 
the tags have appeared in 
stages over the past two 
months. 

Officers have issued im¬ 
ages of the signs in a bid to 
catch those responsible. 

Tags have been sprayed 
over bus shelters, road 
signs, walls, fences, subways 
and business properties. 
The most used are FLAVE, 
CNS (city never sleeps), 
FANTA, BORIS, TRAKZ, 
SORT, ROTE and HOPE. 

Mucklow Hill, Stour¬ 
bridge Road and Beeches 
Road are three areas where 
thousands of pounds worth 
of damage has been caused. 

Polices spokesman Billy 
Corrigan said: “Officers 
have spoken to local peo¬ 
ple, taken evidential pho¬ 
tographs and are checking 
CCTV footage.” 

Halesowen Councillor 
David Vickers described the 
vandalism as ‘dreadful’ and 
said action was needed. 

“It is mindblowing to 
think people would do this,” 
he said.

In a letter to Bromsgrove 
Ccouncil, he said the plans 
could harm views of the 
neighbouring Clent Hills 
between the village and 
Halesowen. 

“The Clent Hills and the 
land down to the A456 are 
an important visual and in¬ 
formal recreational amen¬ 
ity, which remain unspoilt,” 
he said. 

“Indeed, a major public 
right of way, giving access to 
the Clent Hills, is adversely 
affected by the proposed de¬ 
velopment.”

Harris said he had acted on impulse 


because he had debts to pay. Fel¬ 
lows, of The Broadway, Dudley, was 
‘shocked and embarrassed’ by what 
he had done, she said, particularly 
as some of the family had cut off 
contact with his mother as a result. 

Mr Stephen Hamblett, defending 
Welch, also of The Broadway, de¬ 
scribed him as an intelligent young 
man who had completed his A lev¬ 
els and hoped to study philosophy at 


university. The pizza delivery man 
was a published poet but had ‘got in 
with the wrong people’ 

Jailing 22-year-old Fellows for 
nine months, Recorder Derek Chin- 
ery told him: “I see you very much 
as the prime mover.” Welch was 
given a six-month prison sentence 
suspended for 12 months and or¬ 
dered to do 125 hours’ unpaid work 
and pay £1,180 compensation.

Race for money after 
deal signed over park 


CAMPAIGNERS have struck a deal to buy the 
18th century walled garden in The Leasow- 
es Park, Halesowen, but face a fundraising 
drive to complete the sale. 

Members of Halesowen Abbey Trust signed an 
agreement with the owners of the Grade I listed gar¬ 
den. They have been in talks over weeks with site 


owners Birmingham Met 
to safeguard its future. 

Spokesman Mick Freer 
said contracts had been ex¬ 
changed for the site. 

But now they have to find 
£20,000 to complete the pur¬ 
chase within three months 
to seal the deal. 

Mr Freer said other par¬ 
ties had inquired about the 
site, but the group was keen 
it does not slip into private 
hands. 

Trust members have al¬ 
ready secured a £10,000 
donation by Halesowen 
developer A & J Mucklow 
Group. They are working 
on ways to raise the money 
needed by mid-October. 

The garden was aban¬ 
doned around 18 months 
ago when Stourbridge Col¬ 
lege moved its horticultural 
centre for students with 
learning disabilities to Kid¬ 
derminster. 

The college, which is now 
part of Birmingham Metro¬ 
politan College, is working 
with the campaigners after 
they called for the site to be 
opened to the public. The

park is of historical signif¬ 
icance because of the land¬ 
scaping carried out by poet 
William Shenstone from 
1743 until his death in 1763. 

The walled garden was 
added in the 1770s. 

Mr Freer said: “With 
others parties bidding to 
acquire this 1.85 acre his¬ 
toric garden for private use, 
the purchase price remains 
commercially sensitive, but, 
whilst we have most of the 
money, we did identify a 
shortfall of £20,000 to find. 

“With donations from the 
public, The Friends of the 
Leasowes, Dudley Council 
and A J Mucklow pic, we are 
close to having the funds. 

“Other fund raising in¬ 
itiatives are taking place. 
There is no doubt that we 
shall get there. 

“Fund raising will con¬ 
tinue beyond purchase to 
provide the money to restore 
the site to an high standard 
and open it for the public.”

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Old folk 
get kits 
to beat 
burglars 

THE elderly in Dudley are 
being given free crime bust¬ 
ing security packs worth 
£1,000 by Dudley police. 

They contain items such 
as a wire-free alarm system 
along with door and window 
locks, peep-holes and even 
video phone entry systems. 

The kits are part of a bor¬ 
ough-wide initiative which 
has seen crime rates driven 
down to a record low. 

Dudley police have formed 
a partnership with local 
companies Theam Security 
and ERA Group, as well 
as lock specialists Yale to 
provide the kits, which are 
designed to keep burglars 
locked out. 

They are being offered 
free of charge to the elderly 
and disabled who council 
workers and police iden¬ 
tify as being at greater risk 
of burglary.

And I’ve never known any 
modern politician win a seat by 
walking up and down during a 
speech and fixing the audience 
with his or her stare the way Mr 
Etheridge was said to have de¬ 
scribed Hitler. 

Far from being ‘desperate’ for 
politicians to start talking, as Mr 
Etheridge says those who lis¬ 
tened to Hitler were, these days 
people are more likely to stand 
up and walk out or worse. 

No-one hangs on David Cam¬ 
eron or Ed Miliband’s words. 
Every time they tweet anything 
the first response is usually from 
someone calling them, respec¬ 
tively, Dishface and Beaker. 

But has this damaged UKIP? 
Not particularly, if online reaction 
is anything to go by.Those who 
were against UKIP remained res¬ 
olute on that, taking this story as 
further evidence that they do not 
deserve a seat in the Commons. 

Yet those who were already 
part of the so-called ‘earth¬ 
quake’ of the European and 
council elections in May were 
content with Mr Etheridge’s side 
of the story and rallied round to 
condemn the Mail on Sunday for 
its coverage. 

Every Black Country council is 
now under the control of Labour. 
Walsall’s Tories were forced 
from power in a special meeting 
called after a by-election gave 
Labour back the 30 seats it was 
on after May’s local elections. 

The death after those elec¬ 
tions of leader Tim Oliver left La¬ 
bour on 29 and meant a rainbow 
alliance - albeit a rainbow miss¬ 
ing any shades of red - of Tories, 
Lib Dems, UKIP and independ¬ 
ence voted for the status quo. 

Labour ended up paying to fly 
three of its councillors back from 
their summer holidays for the 
crucial vote. 

Politically, it might not be the 
worst thing for the Tories. They 
would have continued to get 
stick for staying in control after 
being reduced to just over a third 
of the seats. 

And now they get to campaign 
for the next election against an 
incumbent Labour party that 
won’t yet have got its feet under 
the table. At least, that’s what I’d 
say if I were the Conservatives 
and putting a brave face on it. 

Labour has the advantage of 
being both incumbent locally 
and in opposition in Westmin¬ 
ster. And that’s certainly done 
it no harm in Wolverhampton, 
Sandwell and Dudley these past 
few years.

CONTROVERSIAL 
plans to build shops and 
a takeaway on the site of 
a motorbike showroom 
in Halesowen have been 
withdrawn.

The dealership has re¬ 
vealed plans to relocate 
the business to the former 
Comet electrical store in 
Dudley Road, Halesowen. 

Heedgrove Ltd had 
lodged proposals for two 
shops and a takeaway on 
the site but they sparked 
concerns from residents 
and ward councillors who 
feared increased traffic , 
litter and noise problems. 

The developer has now 
withdrawn it before it was 
due to be considered by 
Dudley Council.

- as keepers at Dudley Zoo discovered. 

As staff attempted to give them 
their first health checks, they found 
the playful youngsters did want to be 
caught. 

Keepers wanted to find out the sex 
of the three-month old triplets but it 
proved to be more difficult than they 
anticipated, with the cubs bearing 
their teeth and claws. 

However, when staff were finally 
able to grab them, they found out 


they had two boys and one girl Senior 
keeper Adam Walker said: “We quickly 
discovered that despite their cute looks 
they have very sharp claws and teeth, 
growl and hiss a lot and jump about - 
they did not like being caught.” 

Zoo vet Peter Stewart gave the trio 
their first inoculations, checked their 
weight and confirmed sexes - and now 
keepers are busy thinking of names for 
them 

Mr Walker added: “The cubs are 
making really good progress and are 
growing quickly. One of the boys 


weighs 2.2 kilos, while the other boy 
and girl weigh 2.3 kilos, so they’re ex¬ 
actly where they should be for their 
age.” 

The cubs were born on May 23 to 
four-year-old Daisy and three-year- 
old Dave and can regularly be spotted 
playing together in their outdoor en¬ 
closure. 

Carpathians are a relatively new 
species to the zoo, with Dave translo¬ 
cating from Salzburg Zoo, Austria, and 
Daisy from Zoo Veszprem, Hungary, 
in autumn 2012.

A Rapide, G-AHAG, was also based at Halfpenny Green 
for a long time, used by the parachute club, and famously 
one parachutist, named Mike Boulton, jumped from an¬ 
other, visiting, Rapide, and crashed through the roof of 
G-AHAG which was flying below.

Health jobs 
are at risk 
in drive to 
cut costs 

JOBS are at risk at Dudley’s hospital trust 
as part of widespread review of non-clinical 
posts as it looks to save £12 million. 

Bosses are reviewing the positions of temporary 
staff, those on fixed-term contracts, and bank and 
agency workers. 

They are also looking at reducing overtime and recruit¬ 
ment to non-clinical vacancies to claw back costs. 

Bosses are battling to bal¬ 
ance the books as they need 
to save up to £12m in the 
wake of Government fund¬ 
ing cuts. 

Paula Clark, chief execu¬ 
tive of Dudley Group NHS 
Foundation Trust, which 
runs Russells Hall Hospital, 
said the review would cover 
posts ‘furthest away from 
frontline patient care’. 

It’s not known yet how 
many jobs could be at risk. 

A ‘mutually agreed resig¬ 
nation scheme’ has been 
launched which will con¬ 
tinue throughout Septem¬ 
ber, which means workers 
can leave their posts in 
return for a set severance 
payment. 

Ms Clark said: “In com¬ 
mon with all NHS trusts 
in England we are doing 
everything we can to meet 
the Government’s four per 
cent efficiency savings while

at the same time providing 
high quality patient care. 

“Pay is our biggest cost 
and so we are looking at 
ways of reducing staffing 
while, at the same time, 
protecting permanent staff 
employed by the Trust. 

“We are reviewing 
non-clinical posts furthest 
away from frontline patient 
care and these include tem¬ 
porary staff, those on fixed 
term contracts, and bank 
and agency as well as look¬ 
ing at reducing overtime 
and recruitment to non-clin¬ 
ical vacancies. 

“The trust is also offer¬

Action call over claims of 
rats in overgrown garden

FURIOUS residents have 
signed a petition calling for 
action on a Netherton house 
which they say has become 
so overgrown with vegeta¬ 
tion it is attracting rats. 

The group has handed it to their 
councillor, Bryan Cotterill. 

The residents, who all live in or 
around Bowling Green Road, said they 
were petitioning Dudley Council to do 
something about the private house, 
which they say has been in its current 
state for almost 20 years. 

Mrs Sylvia Townsend, who lives 
next door to the property, said: “The 
house has been like that for as long as 
I can remember. 

“The garden is wildly overgrown 
and whilst it has always been a bit of 
an eyesore, the rats are just the final 
nail in the coffin.” 

Delivery 

Mrs Townsend said if the house was 
a council property the tenant might 
have been evicted or at least forced 
to tidy up the garden, but as it is a 
private residence he is under no such 
obligation. 

Council bosses said they had sent 
vermin specialists to the property but 
have seen no sign of rat droppings 
which they say means there cannot be 
rats there. 

But Mrs Townsend said: “How can 
they know? They just sent a man 
round who took some pictures with 
his phone. 

“I’ve had numerous people tell me 
that they have seen the rats and we 
even had a delivery woman who said 
she saw one run across her path. 
All these people can’t be imagining 
things.” 

She said more 18 people had signed 
her petition. She handed it to Council¬ 
lor Cotterill in the hope that he could 


convince Dudley Council to do some¬ 
thing to help. 

He said: “I completely understand 
Mrs Townsend’s concerns and I am 
willing to help. The garden is com¬ 
pletely overgrown and even if there 
were no rats, the owner of the prop¬ 
erty should not be allowed to leave it 


in such a state. It is completely over¬ 
grown and something must be done. 

“I think many people will have 
sympathy for Mrs Townsend and 
the council should, too, because they 
should ask themselves: Would I want 
this next to myself or even my mother? 
The answer should be no.”

Praise for plans to 
restore fountain 

A ‘GUARDIAN’ of Dudley’s landmark water fountain 
has welcomed plans to bring it back to life.

Mrs Reed, who has become known as the Keeper of the 
Fountain and regular gives talks on its history to com¬ 
munity groups, said: “I am very pleased. This is what 
I have wanted for a long time. The fountain has not 
worked properly since 1965. It will be absolutely won¬ 
derful when it is repaired and working again. ” 

Council bosses said repairs will enable the fountain, 
which is described as ‘a central and prominent part of 
the town’s character’, to be enjoyed for many years to 
come. 
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Clergy give 
backing to 
criticism of 
Cameron 


CHURCH leaders in the Black Country have 
backed a letter sent by the Church of Eng¬ 
land to David Cameron, criticising the Gov¬ 
ernment’s response to tackling the rise of 
Islamic extremism. 

Concerns have been raised about the Prime Min¬ 
ister’s handling of the crisis in Iraq and the ‘grow¬ 
ing silence’ over the plight of persecuted Christians. 


The strongly-worded 
letter from the Bishop of 
Leeds, the Rt Rev Nicholas 
Baines, has been supported 
by many senior clergy across 
the country. 

He raised questions about 
ministers’ failure to respond 
to calls to set out what ar¬ 
rangements would be made 
to offer asylum in the UK. 

The Archdeacon of Dud¬ 
ley, the Rev Nikki Groarke 
said she also shared his 
concerns and praised him 
for bringing the issue to the 
public’s attention. 

“I think it was an excel¬ 
lent letter. It raised some 
serious issues,” she said. 

Better 

The Bishop of Dudley, the 
Rt Rev Graham Usher has 
also described it as ‘an ex¬ 
cellent letter’. 

He tweeted: “Northern 
Iraq deserves better than 
the crumbs that fall from 
our foreign policy table.” 

Former Bishop of Dudley, 
the Rt Rev David Walker, 
who is now Bishop of 
Manchester, said the Gov¬ 
ernment had a ‘moral obli¬ 
gation that it is repeatedly 
failing to rise to’. 

He believed the failure to 
offer asylum could be down 
to political sensitivities over

immigration. “There is al¬ 
ways a concern around an¬ 
ything that could play into 
the debate around immigra¬ 
tion,” he said. 

“But the numbers that 
would come here are so 
small that effectively they 
are not going to disrupt 
British society in any no¬ 
ticeable or meaningful way. 

“In fact they would be 
good assets to our society.” 

If the Government failed 
to act then Parliament 
should be recalled to debate 
the issue, he suggested. 

Dr Baines said in his 
letter that in contrast to 
France and Germany there 
had “so far been only silence 
from the UK Government”. 

He welcomed the ‘notable 
and admirable’ focus on the 
plight of the minority Yazidi 
community, who have been 
at the centre of an interna¬ 
tional aid operation. 

“However, there has been 
increasing silence about the 
plight of tens of thousands 
of Christians who have been 
displaced, driven from cities 
and homelands, and who 
face a bleak future,” he said 
in his letter.

A15-YEAR-OLD girl was threatened by a man in Dudley. 
She was walking along Bushey Fields Road, near Russells 
Hall Hospital when he approached her. 

He grabbed her and threatened her with what police are 
describing as a ‘bladed instrument’ but she got away at 
around 7.30pm on Sunday. 

The man is described as black with a light complexion. 
He has short afro styled hair, a thin moustache and was 
wearing a distinctive yellow tracksuit top. 

Detective Sergeant Leighton Shingles, from the Violent 
Crime Team, said: “This happened around visiting time at 
the hospital and we understand that the area would have 
been busy with people. 

“The girl managed to scream out which we believe would 
have been heard by passers-by. The man ran away after she 
managed to escape and again we want to hear from anyone 
who saw this man in the distinctive jacket running away .”

A year ago, Channel 5 brought 
us one of the most enjoyably 
bonkers fantasy sagas of the 
year. Based on the novel by Stephen 
King, Under the Dome was one of 
those glorious ‘What if?’-style 
dramas popularised in The Twilight 
Zone. 

In this case, the ‘what if?’ being: a 
hemispherical force field. It appeared 
out of nowhere and trapped the 
residents of small American town 
Chester’s Mill. Once comparisons 
with The Simpsons Movie faded, 
UDT became must-see viewing for 
viewers who don’t take their fantasy 
TV too seriously. 

It didn’t just raise questions such 
as ‘What created the dome’, or Was 
it impassable?’, but Would rain pass 
through the force field?’ and What 
happened when the food and 
resources ran out?’ 

It didn’t hurt that there was eye 
candy for both sexes, from hunky, 
shady ex-soldier Barbie (Mike Vogel) 
to flame-haired investigative reporter 
Julia Shumway (Rachel LeFevre). 

And as every good drama needs a 
larger-than-life villain, Breaking Bad 


veteran Dean Norris proved perfect 
as politician/used car dealer ‘Big Jim’ 
Rennie. 

Okay, some Stephen King purists 
may have argued that it’s not as 
good as the 2009 source novel, but 
given the fact most King-inspired TV 
strands have been a let down, it 
proved more compelling than most. 

Series one of Under the Dome 
was bursting with memorable 
moments, from a cow sliced in half 
when the hemisphere first appeared, 
to the man whose pacemaker 
exploded in his chest. It was the 
show where anything could, and 
probably would happen. 

Admittedly it wasn’t perfect, but it 
kept many fans coming back for 
more week after week, and series 
two looks like it could be equally 
compelling. It picks up directly from 
where the first series left off. 

Chester’s Mill is now bathed in a 
blinding white light as the Dome 
starts to change. It becomes opaque, 
and starts emitting a regular 
electromagnetic pulse. 

Pink stars have fallen in lines as a 
result of Julia throwing the egg into 


the lake, and Barbie is awaiting 
execution on the scaffold after Big 
Jim accused him of murder. 

Of course the ongoing success of 
this series has meant Mike Vogel’s 
own star is definitely on the rise. 

“What I love about this show, it’s 
very real characters reacting to a 
very unreal event,” he explains. Mike 
is no stranger to working in Blighty, 
having made a film with Jamie 
Murray called The Deaths of Ian 
Stone. If UDT’s schedule allows, he’d 
love to return to the UK for a new 
project. “I love England and I love 
English actors,” he explains. ‘There is 
a richness and a tradition in the craft 
that you get with English actors that I 
don’t see a lot with my American 
counterparts. It’s always refreshing to 
me.” 

New ‘Dome’ cast additions should 
help make this second run equally 
refreshing. 

Look out for former ER star Sherry 
Stringfield as Big Jim’s ‘late’ wife 
Pauline, while country music 
superstar Dwight Yoakam plays the 
delightfully named town barber, Lyle 
Chumley.

Mokka - a practical choice 


By James Parker 

Mokka buyers are people likely 
to be enthusiasts for life rather 
than for cars. So they may not 
care that this car isn’t quite as 
sharp and wieldy as a rival Nis¬ 
san Juke, nor does it have the 
‘big SUV’ polish of a compara¬ 
ble Skoda Yeti. Instead, there’s 
a potentially pleasing compro¬ 
mise between the two. 

Under the bonnet, there are three 
main engine options, the most af¬ 
fordable, as ever, being the least 
desirable of the trio, the 2WD-only 
115PS petrol 1.6-litre variant which, 
with only 155Nm of torque, needs to 
be rowed along a little with the gear 



lever - a stick that only offers you five 
speeds. 

A better bet for petrol people is the Mok¬ 
ka we tried, the MOPS 1.4-litre turbo. Sixty 
is just 9.4s away enroute to 118mph, so it’s 
usefully more rapid, and there’s a healthier 
200Nm of torque. Despite all this and the 
standard inclusion of 4WD, the provision of 
a 6-speed gearbox and more modern me¬ 
chanicals mean that this pokier 1.4 is ac¬ 
tually cheaper to run than the feebler 1.6. 

The most practical engine choice though 
is the one most buyers will probably select, 
the 130PS 1.7-litre CDTi diesel capable of 
a top speed of around 116mph and rest to 
sixty in around 10s. 

Pulling 

You get all the main mechanical choices 
with this unit - so you can specify your car 
with 6-speed manual or automatic trans¬ 
mission and with or without 4WD. Perhaps 
more importantly, you get a lot more pull¬ 
ing power - 300Nm in all. Every Mokka is 
theoretically capable of towing a braked 
trailer of up to 1200kg in weight, but this 
diesel variant is the only one that’ll take 
such a task in its stride. 

Under the skin are the underpinnings of 
a supermini - more specifically, the Chev¬ 
rolet Aveo, mechanicals Chevrolet has also 
used in its Trax small lifestyle Crossover 
that’s one of this Vauxhall’s sharpest rivals. 
In the back, the rear seats benefit from wide 
opening doors that simplify the fitment of a 
child seat, though that sharply rising waist¬ 
line might restrict the view out for smaller 
occupants. As for luggage room, well, 
there’s no high boot lip to negotiate and 
beyond it lies 356-litres of space .

So, this Mokka’s a small, trendily-styled 
five-door little SUV/Crossover isn’t it? Well 
yes. So it’ll be priced directly against the 
other car we tend of think of in this market 
sector, Nissan’s Juke, won’t it? Well, no. 
Vauxhall points out - correctly - that their 
car is a significantly larger thing - hence 
the price span for the range that lies in the 
£16,000 to £24,000 bracket. To put that into 
perspective for you, that means you’ll be 
paying a price premium of around £2,500 
for this Mokka over an equivalent Juke.

Supermini is a bargain buy 


The MG3 was designed with the intention of 
being fun to drive, the chassis having been 
subjected to many thousands of miles of 
testing on European roads. 

The first cars offered to journalists to drive in China 
were rather harshly sprung but MG promised to fit 
springs and dampers that offered a more supple feel 
for UK roads. 

The engine is a 1.5-litre 106PS four-cylinder unit that nat¬ 
urally drives the front wheels. There’s nothing revolutionary 
about the suspension which is fairly standard set-up with 
MacPherson struts up front and a torsion beam at the rear. 
You also get a drive-by-wire braking system and an electri¬ 
cally-assisted power steering set-up. 

The exterior styling looks quite smart, if maybe a little su¬ 
permini-generic in a way that could have been produced 
from one of many manufacturers in this sector if you cov¬ 
ered the badges over. Still, because the MG3 looks to un¬ 
dercut many of the established names, this rather blended 
styling is perhaps to its credit. 


It continues the design theme introduced on the MG Zero 
concept vehicle and the company claims it’s “a distinctive 
statement of modern British style designed to target young 
and style-conscious buyers”. Make of that what you will. 

The interior will come as a welcome relief to anybody 
who’s a bit baffled by the complexity and deep technology 
of many modern superminis. Climb out of a Peugeot 208, 
with its self-parking system and tablet computer-style cen¬ 
tral infotainment system and, without being unduly blunt, 
it’s very different. Still, the MG3 is tidy inside with seats that 
look and feel very Volkswagen. 

There are a few white touches around the stereo, on the 
steering wheel, the door pulls, handbrake and gear lever 
but aside from that, everything is uniformly grey. Sit in the 
back seats and you’ll find the front seats are sculpted to 
improve leg room, while the rear headroom is genuinely 
impressive. 

Prices start at under £8,500, getting you this supermi¬ 
ni-sized car for less than the kind of money you’d pay for a 
little citycar. All models get signature front LED lights and a 
hill holder clutch as standard, with all but the entry model 
featuring a high quality DAB audio system.
